Reported even ts in the recen t con ven tion of Un ited 
Automobile W orkers told the gen eral public what 
always has been evid en t to In sid ers, th at in sid e in d i­ 
vid ual un ion s there is an in ten se struggle for ad ­ 
van tage. There is friction between un ion s belon gin g 
to the same n ation al organ ization s an d open con flict 
between the n ation al organ ization s.
